Four days were spent around the fu- 
ture city of the north, and now the 
prospective terminus of two great rail- 
ways and the distributing center and 
commercial metropolis of the — great 
northeastern part of Alberta and part 
of Saskatchewan and the Mackenazle 
and Yukon districts. Mr. Ssmond 
sized up the town and country and 
gives the public his impressions of 
them in these stories, With the tre- 
mendous interest being shown in the 
north by not only Albertans but people 
all over the world, they are certain to 
be beneficial and Jnstructive as well as 
intensely entertaining. 


Coming back Mr. Esmond made the 
trip as far as Athabasca on foot and 
alone save for his pack-dogs. The trail 
between McMurray and Elouse River, 
75 miles south, was very poor, It was 
wetting late in the season and although 
ice had begun to form, It was not thick 
enough at all parts to bear up his 
weight, and generally he went to bed 
with wet feet. Most of that part of the 
road is through marsh and muskeg and 
required three days of walking. 

From House river to Athabasca, he 
was able to follow the river bank, which 
made it easier to make the journey, al- 
though it took him ten days of actual 
walking.

Getting the Goods Abroad.

The wages of the general crew were 
$40 for the trip, together with their 
“grub” to Fort McMurray and return. 
Each, of course, brought his own blan- 
kets, and each made his way back as 
he chose, being allowed for the return 
trip sultable rations of bacon, beans, 
tea, tobacco, ete, | 

There was suill another “hand” 
aboard, not Previgusly mentioned, a 
white-bearded old, trapper, a strange, 
wild man,” who had been out to the 
“Landing” gettipg his winter's sup- 
plies, He, came aboard like the An- 
cient, Mariner, without a word, | and 
“never @ word spake he” at any time, 
except when directly addressed, For 
many years he had served the Hudson 
Bay company. But the death of his 
wife under tragic circumstances had a 
little unbalanced his mind, and sent 
him forth Into the wilderness. 

He earned his passage as night 
watchman, Through the darkness he

Cooking ‘With Gas in the Wilderness. 

On Saturday, the fourth day out, we 
approached Pelican. As we swung into 
a long reach of the river’ a roaring 
sound and a beacon of flame con- 
fronted us, and we saw the derricks 
and Gamp of the Pelican Ojl and Gas 
Company, The flame, some 30 feet 
high, is burning natural gas that 
escapes through an upright pipe. It 
bas been burning day and night for 
more than a dozen years, The roaring, 
which can be heard three miles away, 
is the nolse of the burning. 

The machinery js run and the cook- 
ing, heating and lighting of the camp 
are all done with natural gas. The 
company has offered to supply the city 
of Edmonton with natural gas for 85 
cents per thousand cubic feet for 
domestic and 20 cents for power pur- 
poses. As to its progress toward oil, 
the company makes no public state- 
ment, 

Here at Pelican we left our night 
watchman and took on a squaw, the 
mother of a young breed we had added 
to'ttie crew at Calling riven, Shé came 
aboard with her bundles and various 
chattels, Including a little husky pup. 
She. had rouged her face for the occa- 
sion and wore a smile that disclosed 
every one of her brilliant white teeth. 
Like the crew, she rolled |n her blan- 
kets beside the camp fire at night, She 
also ate the food that Dick the cook 
impartially handed out to all hands. 
During the day she squatted on the 
freight with her blankets wrapped 
around her, chattering in Cree with the 
boys of the crew at times, and occa- 
sionally taking refreshments in the 
form of dried moose meat from her 
own store, 

Just beyond Pelican we took Pelican 
rapids, exciting but not dangerous 
plece of water, through which the 
scow grazed the rocks and bumped the 
choppy waves, while the breeds pulled 
for dear life, yelling all the while with 
the joy of excitement.

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ALENTINE’S DAY nowadays fs 
V not celebrated nearly as much 
as it Was many years ago. The 

only observance of the day in our 


time is the sending of comic cards to 
our friends, telling them we love them. 

In older days it was very different; 
funny cards were unknown. The true 
and proper ceremony of St. Valentine's 
Day was celebrated by a game called 
“forfeits.” On the eve of St. Valen: 
tine’s Day the young folks in England 
and Scotland celebrated a little festi- 
val. An equal number of young ladies 
{and bachelors got together, and after 
;each had written their names on a 
piece of paper the young ladies took 
the bachelors’ billets and the bachel- 
ors took the young ladies’ billets. In 
this way the company was divided in- 
to couples, and the valentines gave 
balls and treats and wore their bil 
lets for several days on their arms. 

The beginning of these peculiar ob- 
Servances of St, Valentine's Day is 
not known. The Saint himself, who 
was a priest of Rome, seems to have 
had nothing to do with these celebra- 
tions. The Romans celebrated a feast 
of Lupercalia, being a feast to the 
gods, about this time, and not having 
any set day for their feasting chose 
St. Valentine’s Day because it was 
the day the Saint was martyred, At 
these feasts the names of young wo: 
men were put into a box from which 
they were drawn by the men, In this 
way many men met their mates for 
life. 

The pastors of the early Christian 
churches, who, by every possible means 
endeavored to stop these celebrations, 
claiming that they were merely super: 
stitions, substituted the names of par- 
ticular saints instead of those of the 
women; as the festival of the Luper- 
calia had commenced about the mid: 
dle of February, But they could not 
prevent these celebrations after the 
people had become so accustomed to 
them, and therefore the outline of the 
ancient celebrations was preserved, but 
modified a little to the Christian sys: 
tem, It is likely to suppose that this 
practice of choosing mates would grad- 
ually become reciprocal in the sexes 
and that all persons so chosen would 
be called Valentines, from the day on 
which the ceremony took place. 


OUR OPINION OF THINGS

HIS week is rich in great events 

ap: in the progress of Canada, it 

is also notable for battles that | 

have been fought in and about Canada 

and by Canadians for the Empire in 
lands far away across the seas. 

The first one or two are particular. 
ly interesting to the Atlantic Maritime 
Provinces of the Dominion. In 1868 
the New Brunswick Legistature had 
their first meeting after Confedcra- 
tion. On February 15th, 1758, 
sailed as Brigadier with Lord Am- 
herst with the erpediticn against 
Louisburg, then Aeld by the French; 
and it was just a year and two days 
later—in 1759—that the same intrepid 
young commander, Wolfe, sailed from 
Portsmouth with his expedition against 
Quebec, where he lost his life. 

Now we jump clear across the coun- 
try—and there was no railway in those 
davs—and we find that in 1872, on 
February 16th, the British Columbia 
Legislature held their first meeting ahi | 
der the British North America Act, as!

To get to British Columbia from the 
eastern part of Canada it was neces- 
sary to go by rail through the United 
States, 

This set our fathers thinking and 
they said: “Why can't we have a@ rail- 
way across our own countrv?' So we 
Jind it recorded that on February 16th, 
1881, the Government at Ottawa gare 
the first letters patent to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway to build their line 
from coast to coast, and two days later, 
on the 18th, the railway company paul 
their deposit of one million dollars as 
a guarantee that the work would be 
done. 

And on the 18th of February, 1900, 
the British troops, including a regi- 
ment of Canadians, surrounded the 
Boer army under General Cronje ta 
begin the siege of Paardeburg, South 
Africa.

wrong; for though they have learnt 


but little from books, these little peo- 


ple can tell you a great deal that is 
unknown to our échool children about 
plants and flowers and bees and the 
common objects of their lives. 

If you meet them on thelr way 
home from school—and often this is 
quite a long distance from their homes 
—they bow to you most politely and 
wish you “Bon soir" so prettily that 


you hope, as you pass on, that only 
the sweetest dreams will visit their 
pillows that night. 


When they are not at school they 
are minding geese or enforcing order 
on quarrelsome turkeys, often several 
sizes larger than themselves, with a 
long switeh, Their elder brothers and 
sisters tend the cows on the little 
farms or do “odd jobs" for their 
mothers, while some go out to service. 

In many Provinces boys and girls 
in “working bibs’ and enormous 
aprons answer the door, sweep the 
stairs, and even wait at table. 

From the moment they wake in the 
morning until they toddle off sleepily 
to bed at night, French children are 
as sweet as they can be. There Is one 
Greek word which seems to have a 
special music; “the art of living to- 
gether,” and the children of countries 
so far apart as France and Japan are 
born with this gracious secret. It 
makes “home” to them “home” always, 
whether it is a poor little room in a 
bare flat or a costly chateau in an 
emerald setiing of stately trees, and 
keeps them “little ones” in their mo- 
ther’s eyes when they are old and grey, 

Some day, perhaps, as we learn to 
know them better, they will whisper 
this secret to us, and we shall remem- 
ber then more often than we do now 
that It Is to the “small politenesses” 
which cost so little that we often owe 
our hbappin-ss.
